MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1965 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kirkby- in-Ashfield  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report,  which  has  been  compiled 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

As  I assumed  the  post  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
5th  January,  1966,  the  statistics  and  information  included  are 
largely  the  work  of  my  predecessor.  Dr.  J.  V.  Loughlin,  and  my 
first  full  report,  of  course,  will  not  be  available  until  the  end 

of  the  present  year. 

On  scanning  the  figures,  I would  just  like  to  point  out  that 
in  the  past  year  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  from  its  previous  figure 
of  20.14  to  17.65,  and  I am  indeed  pleased  to  draw  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  has  had  a further  drop  and 
is  now  19.56  compared  to  23.71.  which  high  figure  it  stayed  at  in 
the  previous  year.  Moreover,  it  is  also  encouraging  to  note  that 
the  death  rate  has  fallen  also,  from  13.13  to  11.87*  As  a newcomer, 
pg  encouraging  to  note  the  continued  downward  trend  in  these  parti- 
cular statistics,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  during  the  period  that  I 
continue  to  serve  the  Kirkby- in-A shf ield  Council  these  figures  will 
continue  on  the  downward  trend,  to  the  general  satisfaction  of  all  of 

us. 


I .am  looking  forward  to  the  end  of  my  first  full  year  as  your 
Medical  Officer,  when  I can  submit  my  own  complete  report.
